Voted to accept same as a Report of Progress, and instructed Mr Poul dito 
accept Five Thousand Dollars,($5,000 00)in lieu of all Legacies, from the Parker 
Estate.” 7

Voted to build a highway from Common, at Jaffrey Center, and digsseunges 
the present roads across the Common, suitably ‘grade the Common and make all 
necessary drives and to raise $600 00 for same, and if $600 00 be insufficient, 
Selectmen empowered to borrow, ro take from the Treasury for said purposes, 

Listened to report of committee chosen at annual meeting, 1899, to investi- 
gatethe matter of lighting the streets by electricity. Voted toaccept same as a 
Report of Progress. Dr. Bradley asked to be released from further service on 
the committee, and W. L. Goodnow was appointed in his place. Whereupon— 

Voted that Will J. Mower, Charles Rk. Kittredge and Walter L. Goodnow 
constitute a Committee of the Town to contract with some responsible party for 
lighting the streets of Kast Jaffrey with electricity for not less than five nor more 
than ten years at a cost of not more than $600 00 per Annum. Said committee 
being empowered to make and sign, in the name of the town, all necessary 
contracts to carry the above provisions into effect.

To the Inhabitants of the Tew i of Jaffrey, qualified to Vote in 
Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, on the 
second Tuesday, of March next, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the 
following subjects:— 


1. To choose a Town Clerk and all other necessary town officers. 

2. To hear all reports and act thereon. 

3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary for the support of 
schools, the maintenance of the poor, building and repairing highways and 
bridges, for the Town Library, Fire Department, Memorial Day, Street Lighting, 
and all other necessary town charges. 

4, To see if the town will raise and appropriate a sum of money to assist in 
supporting the Conant High School, or take any action relating thereto. 

5. To see if the town will vote to appoint a Liquor Agent, and to see what 
disposal the town will make of the goods now on hand, or act in any way relat- 
ing thereto. 

6. Tosee if the town will vote to maintain the Fire Company at the present 
number of men, or act in any way relating thereto. 

7. To see if the town will vote to purchase a new Chemical Fire Engine to 
be kept at the Center-of the town, raise and appropriate money for the same, or 
act in any way relating thereto, as petitioned for by S. H. Mower and others, 

8. Tosee if the town will vote to purchase a suitable watering trough to be 
placed at the mineral spring near C. J. McCarthy’s place, raise and appropriate 
money for the same, or act in any way relating thereto, as petitioned for by P. N. 
Proctor and others. 

9. Tosee if the town will appoint a committee to investigate as to the ad- 
visability of lighting the streets with acetylene gas, or act in any way relating 
thereto, as petitioned for by E. C. Boynton, and others. 

10. Lo see what action the town will take regarding the marking of the 
books of the Jaffrey Public Library. 

11. To see whether the town will accept the offer of Edmund M, Parker and 
Gertrude Parker Sheffield, of Cambridge, Massachusetts, children of the late 
Joel Parker, to pay to the town in full payment and satisfaction of all legacies 
given to the town by will of Joel Parker, and codicils thereto, the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars, to be held by the town in trust as a perpetual fund, the in- 


~ come of which shall be applied so far as necessary to the perpetual care of the 


lot in the cemetery at Jaffrey Centre, where the father and mother and other rel- 
atives of the said Joel Parker are buried, and to the preservation and repair of
